Louisville, Ky., October 22.—Hundreds 
of people attempted to rush out of the 
Temple theater this afternoon because 
the cry of fire was raised when a little 
fame was seen about the polyscope ma- 
chine. In the scramble scores of peopi: 
were knocked down and more than twen- 
ty were badly hurt, while it is feared that 
two or three will not survive their inju- 
ries. :

Little Flash of Flame. 

It was 3:30 o’clock, just after the first 
act of “Tennessee's. Pardner,”’ and while 
the polyscope was being prepared for its 
exhibition, that the little flash of flame 
that caused the tragedy was seen. Many 
women and children made.a rush for the 
door. The panic seized the gallery and in 
&@ moment the occupants were plunging 
down the stairs in a heap or were tak- 
ing the swifter method of climbing down 
into the auditorium proper. In their haste 
many fell, landing on those beneath. Sev- 
eral were badly hurt in this way. 

Meanwhile those who had regained their 
presence of mind endeavored to stop the 
mad rush. The ushers and theater at- 
taches acted with great coolness. The or- 
chestra played and Charles T. Bates, a 
Member of the stock company, danced. 
This was effective in quieting those near- 
est the stage. The great crush occurred 
where the stairs come down from the 
gallery. Here the two crowds met and 
were packed in to a ‘space not large 
enough for half of them, and all were 
trying with a desperation born of fear 
to reach the street. 

The weaker were soon knocked down 
and trampled under foot. Those who 
realized the state of affairs were trying 
their best to check the rush, but the 
crowd went on pell mell through the 
doors and literally rolled down the long 
flight of stairs. 

Play Finished After Tragedy. 

As soon as the rush was over the care 
of the injured began. A big room was 
converted into a temporary hospital. The 
greatest haste was made in removing the 
injured from the .building in order to 
prevent a panic when the audience was 
dismissed. Every patrol wagon and am- 
bulance in the city was soon engaged in 
conveying the more seriously injured to 
the hospitals or their homes. The mem- 
bers of the stock company showed the 
Steatest presence of mind and the play 
Was finished without a hitch. 

Thirty policemen promptly prevented 
disorder after the panic. 

Clarence Meffert, an attache of the the- 
ater, closed the wide exit doors as the 
fush began. He called a number of men 
and by force held the crowd back.. But 
for this hundreds might have been in- 
jured. 

Just as the doors were closed Mrs. O. 
W. Blount pitched her 4-year-old child 
through the exit to a policeman. He 
caught it in his arms, but it slipped to 
the floor, sustaining, however, no in- 
juries except slight bruises. 

There was no damage from fire. It is 
Said the cause of the flame was the 
blowing out of a fuse in the polyscope.

Washington, October 2.—The Schley

Mr. Graham tes- 
tified to hearing a conversation between 
Commodore Schiey and Captain Sigsbee 
when the latter came on board the flag- 
ship Brooklyn off Santiago, May %& He 
said he had distinctly heard Captain Sigs- 
bee tell the commodore that the: 
fleet was not inside the harbor 
tiago. Mr. Graham also stated 
miral Schley had told 
the object of the 
May %1 was to develop the Span- 
ish land batteries, and he said that 
the range was fixed at 7,000 or 7,500 yards 
in order to draw their fire.

IN REBELLION 


Entire Island of Samar Is Re- 
ported To Be in Active 
Insurrection. 


EW YORK BEARS TROOPS 
TO THE SCENE OF TROUBLE 


Chaffee Will Adopt Heroic Measures, 
Forcing Every Filipino With- 
out Occupation To Go Into 
a Town—Opep Battle 


Not Expe¢ted. 


Washington, October 22.—The navy de- 
partment has received the following ca- 
blearam from Rear A miral Rodgers: 
October 22°-To Secretary of 
the Navy, Washington: Active insurrec- 
tion in Samar. New York leaves today 
for Catbalogan with 300 marines, to re- 
turn to Basey and Balangiga, to cooperate 
with army. Nearly all naval force con- 
eentrated on Samar patrol. Services Are- 
thusa and Zafiro, two colliers, needed, 
and being utilized. ODGERS.”"’ 

Naval officials construe the dispatch to 
mean that the New York will go first to 
Catbalogan and then to Basey and Ba- 
langiga. landing detachments of marines 


at each point. 
No Open Fight Expected. 

Manila, October. 22.—General Chaf- 
fee does not expect to hear of 
any extensive engagement in_ the 
{island of Samar. He believes. the 
operations there will not result 
in an open fight. It is hard to find armed 
Filipinos, but every man without occu- 
pation will be compelled to go into a 
town. 

It is reported that all the rifles captured 
by the Filipinos at Balangiga are now 
in the island of Leyte, where many bolo 
men are known to have gone from the 
island of Samar. In fact, Leyte is as 
disturbed as Samar. 

The object of the reinforcement. of 
American troops now being pushed for- 
ward is to increase all the garrisons to 
thirty-eight men. Some of them have un- 
til recently numbered only eight men. 
The reinforcements will also allow the 
detailing of a working force to operate 
in the field, hunting for insurgents. 

General Wheaton reports that a band 
of bolo men has entered Tarlac province, 
island of Luzon, through Bulangan proyv- 
ince, and that the men composing it are 
distributing inflammatory bulletins, which 
are also posted on the church doors, 
warning the people to prepare to take 
the field in Januarv.

Kenney. who is now under 
arrest, refused to make a statement to- 
day. The dead man leaves a wife and 
four small children. He was about thirty- 
two years old, while Kenney is ten years 
younger and unmarried. McGehee was 
raised near Opelika and is a brother in 
law of Chief of Police Williams here.

The Preacher May Be There. 
(From a Columbia, 8. C., Dispatch.) 
If President Roosevelt should visit the 

house of his mother’s girlhood at Ros- 
well, Ga., as it is said he will, a distingush- 
ed South Carolina preacher will cross over 
the Savannah river to see him—a man in 
whom the president will doubtless take 
great interest. Besides being, perhaps, 
the oldest Presbyterian minister in 
South Carolina, both as to years and time 
of service, and being the president's 
cousin, Rev. J. B. Dunwody wag the man 
who forty-eight years ago pronounced a 
benediction upon the president’s parents 
whom he had just made man and wife. 
Although they were married in Georgia, 
the record of the event isto be found ina 
South Carolina church register. Here it 
is, as copied from the register in the 
Presbyterian church at McPhersonvilie, 
the handwriting being that of Mr. Dun- 
wody: 
‘Married: At Roswell, Ga., December 
18, 1853. Mr. Theodore Roosevelt. of New 
York city, to Miss Martha Bulloch, of 
F@sweil.” The entry was made when the

Mr. Dunwody is 86 years old and lives in 
Walterboro, the county seat of Colleton, 
this state. He is a man very generally 
beloved by those without as well as with- 
in his church. Despite his age he is in 
full possession of his faculties and reads 
a great deal.. When it was rumored that 


the venerable preacher had this unique 


connection with the president of the 
United States, Mr. Dunwody was called 
upon for the confirmation of the report. 
He promptly gave it and related a few 
incidents of the wedding. 

“Il was pastor of the church at Mc- 
Phersonville,”’ he said; ‘“‘when invited to 
perform the marriage ceremony to unite 
my cousin, Miss Martha Bulloch, and 
Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, of New York. 
I went to the home of my uncle, James 
Stewart Bulloch, at Roswell, in Cobb 
county, Georgia. He was the father of the 
bride. There the ceremony was perform- 
ed December 18, 1853. 

“It was in the good old days before 
the war when everything was" plentiful 
and everybody happy. The palatial man- 
sion of Colonel James 8. Bulloch was 
beautifully decorated. The simple form 
of the Presbyterian church was used fn 
the ceremony; there was nothing showy 
or elaborate. After the service there was 
the usual supper for the guests. The bride 
and groom remained there for a few days 
and then left for New York, and I return- 
ed to my charge in South Carolina.” 

Mr. Dunwody has never persuaded him- 
self that the south was not right and he 
does not think that the country has prof- 
ited by the defeat. When the war came 
he went in as a chaplain, but soon de- 
cided that the most effective work could 
be done in another field, so he took up a 
musket and fought till the surrender. 
His cousin, the president’s mother, was 
an ardent southerner, and believed in the 
justice of this section's cause, and she 
maintained her opinion. Mr. Dunwody 
says of the president’s father: “Mr. 
Roosevelt was a strong believer in the 
right of the northern side, though be it 
said to his credit, while he expressed him- 
self when occasion demanded, he respect- 
ed the views of his wife and required 
others to do the same.’’ 

Among those whom Dr. Dunwody re- 
members as being at the Roosevelt wed- 
ding were his daughter, Mrs. J. A. Wad- 
dell, Colonel Barrington King and Miss 
Evaline King, the latter one of the 
bridesmaids. She afterwards married Dr. 
Baker, of Roswell, and is now living in 
that little town with her husband. 


Separation on the Cars.

Child Nine Years ef Age Meets Tragic 
Death. 


DOGS ARE SOON ON THE TRAIL 
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bes egro Man Confesses the Crime, and 
Alabama Crowds Are Waiting 
a Chance To Storm Jail 
and Make Way with 
the Prisoner. 


Selma ‘Ala., October 22.—(Special.)—Two 
neg)o men found the body of Mattie Bell, 
a negro girl aged about 9 years. The 
girl's brains had been beaten out with 
a small cedar sapling, found lying near. 
Around the body was every indicatioh 
of a desperate struggle. The girl left 
her home, about 2 miles from the city, 
early this morning to take to her father, 
who was working at the Selma Oil Com- 
pany, his breakfast, and was on her way 
home when she was murdered. She had 
just crossed the railroad bridge when 
she was assaulted. After killing the 
girl the murderer dragged her body sever- 
al hundred yards into a thicket and cov- 
ered it up with brush and undergrowth. 

When the tody was found by two ne- 
gro men it was stil! warm. The men hur- 
ried into the city and notified the au- 
thorities. A posse of both white and 
negro men and with a pack of blood- 
hounds went upon the trail to hunt the 
murderer. A smaller negro girl was with 
the one murdered, but she ran away as 
soon as the man accosted her compan- 
lon. After reachirg home she said that 
it was a well-known negro named Whit- 
man who had assaulted Mattie Bell. 

Later this evening Sheriff Blackwell, 
with his dogs, captured William Harri- 
son. a negro, at the Selma Cotton Oil 
Company, within a few hundred yards of 
where the crime was committed, who 
acknowledged that he had committed the 
crime. Harrison was safely lodged in 
jail, but there is a great excitement 
among the negroes tonight, and if they 
can find a leader they will probably make 
an attempt to get him out of the jail 
and lynch him. 


CRAP GAME LEADS TO MURDER. 


Over a Ten-Cent Bet John Miller 
Slays Jim Robinson. 

Selma, Ala., October 22.—(Special.)—John 
Miller and Jim Robinson, two negroes, 
got into a quarrel last night at Tayloe 
station, near here, in Perry county, over 
a game of craps. The quarrel grew out 
of 10 cents bet that Robinson made dur- 
ing the game. He finally hit Miller in 
the face, knocking him down. Miller got 
up, pulled his pistol and shot Robinson 
twice, death ensuing within an hour.

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TERRELL'S REPORT 
TO THE GOYBRNOR 


Suggests Possibility of Use of Public 
Property Fund for Interest. 


THE QUESTION MAY COME UP 


Matters Attended To by the Attorney 
General During the Year—Thinks 
Official Opinions Should 
Be Printed for Benefit 
of State Officials. 


Attorney General J. M. Terrell will sub- 
mit his annual report to Governor Can- 
dler today to be forwarded to the’ legis- 
lature. In his report Mr., Terrell sums 
up the impv.tant work that has been done 
during the year in this department, 

The attorney general makes only two 
suggestions in his report: That the 
question of applying the public property 
fund to the payment of interest is still 
an open one and may be tried, and that 
the governor make provision for having 
the official opinions of the attorney gen- 
eral printed for the benefit of the state 
Officials. 

In opening his report the attorney gen- 
eral refers first to the Southern Express 
Company stamp tax case, which was not 
decided by the United States supreme 
court, befcre which it went, because the 
stamp tax on express receipts was re- 
moved by congress before the matter 
was reached. Next he presents the ques- 
tion of the tax on emigrant agents, in 
which the state, represented by Mr. Ter- 
rell, was sustained in its position by the 
United States supreme court, the tax be- 
ing declared legal and constitutional. 


The Public Property Fund. 

Attorney General .Terrell then presents 
the public property fund case, the liti- 
gation over which took place during the 
present year. This was, perhaps, the 
most important work the attorney gen- 
eral had before him during the present 
year. After presenting in brief the his- 
tory of this litigation, Mr. Terrell says 
concerning the use of the fund to pay 
interest on the public debt: 

Under this decision the general assembly can- 
not authorize the temporary pse of this fund or 
give any direction whatever to its application, 
or use, , any way cxcept to pay the public 
debt. will be noticed, however, that tlie 
court does not pass upon the question as to 
whether or not the legislature may direct its 
application to the payment of interest on the 
Public debt. Should the general assembly de- 
cide that it was not desirable to keep this fund, 
which .8s now approximately $450,000, in the 
treasury for about fifteen years to await the 
maturity of the bonded debt, so as to apply the 
same to th? principal thereof, the questian is 
still an open one as to the right of the legis- 
lature to apply it to the payment of interest 
on the bonded debt, and in that way a fund 
may be created without an increase in the 
tax rate upon which the law relative to the 
payment of teachers could become effective. 
A precedent tor such legislation was establish- 
ed ‘n 1882, when gome of the proceeds of the 
sale of the Macon and Brunswick railroad 
were appropriated to the payment of interest 
on the public debt. An inspection of the house 
and senate journals for that year will show that 
the bill making the appropriation was passed 
ty both branches without objection. Should 
the general assembly see proper to enact any 
legislation in this direction, and pass the same 
sn the early part of the present session, the 
question of the constitutionality might easil 
be determined before the adjournment thereof, 
or certainly before the maturity of the January 


interest. 
Railroad Tax Cases. 

Another important matter discussed by 
the attorney general is the question of 
taxes on the stock 6f the Western Rail- 
way of Alabama, whith’is owned in this 
State by the Georgia Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company and Central of Georgia Rail- 
way Company. Wach of these companies 
Owns $1,500,000 of that stock, and the 
comptroller general has insisted ‘that 
taxes shall be paid upon it for all the 
time these companies: have owned it. 
Litigation on the subject is now pending 


in the United States court before Judge 
Newman. 


Capital Cases. 

The attorney general has represented 
the state in thirty-four capital cases be- 
fore the supreme court during the year. 
On the famous Minder case from Macon, 
he says: 


Minder was convicted of murder in Bibb su- 
perior court, rnd the judgment refusing him 
a new trial was affirmed by the supreme court. 
He then obtained a writ of error from the 
supreme court of the United States. returnable 
to the present term thereof, and the case is 
now pending in that court. The federal ques- 
tion sought .o te made grows out of the refusal 
of the superior court to continue the case on 
account of the absence of certain material wit- 
nesses residing in Alabama. It was shown that 
the witnesses had been subpenaed and refused to 
attend court upon the advice of their counsel 
in Alabama, that there was no law requiring 
them to leave their state to attend as witnesses 
a court of another state. The court refused to 
continue the case, as it had no authority to 
send for such witnesses or compel their attend- 
ance. It Is claimed that the failure of the law 
of this state to provide a method for compelling 
the attendance of witnesses from beyond the 
jurisdiction of the state, or for obtaining the 
depositions of such witnesses and allowing 
them to be introduced in evidence in behalf 
of a person charged with crime is a denial to 
sych person of the equal protection of the 
laws, and his conviction under such circum- 
stances would be depriving him of life or 
-iberty, as the case may be, without due proc- 
ess of law, in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment of the constitution of the United 
States. Unless the case is advanced it is 
very doubtful about it being reached for argu- 
ment before the October term, |962. 


NEW STEAMSHIP LINE SOON. 


Boats Will Ply Between Savannah 
and New York. 


Savannah, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)— 
A new steamship company, competing 
with the Ocean Steamship Company, is 
to be put on between Savannah and New 
York. C. W. Howard, who is to be 
agent of the company, was notified to- 
day by James W. Elwell & Co., ship 
agents at New York, that he might inform 
shippers that the first ship of the new 


line might be expected in this port about 
November 15 or 20. There will be but 
two ships put on at first. They are 
the Northwest and the Northland steam- 
ers having acapacity of 3,500 tons and 
drawing about 21 feet. They are practi- 
cally new boats, having been built a 
short time ago when the experiment of 
shipping from Chicago to Europe via 
the great lakes and the St. Lawrence was 
first attempted. Lumber will be the prin- 
cipal north bound freight of the steam- 
ships for a time, but it is expected thata 
business in handling other classes of 
freight will be built up. 

Coming south, the steamships will be 
light, but it is expected that that bus- 
iness too will develop in time. The 
steamers will touch at Fernandina as well 
as at Savannah. At Savannah they will 
load at the Plant system and the Sea- 
board Air Line docks.

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MERCER’S BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 


Appeal Is Issued to the Baptists of 
Georgia. 

Macon, Ga. October 22.—The board of 
trustees of Mercer University with twen- 
ty-four members present held a call meet- 
ing at Mercer university chapel yester- 
day morning at 10 o’clock to consider the 
Mercer endowment and to perfect plans 
for raising the remaining $8,000 of the pro- 
posed $50,000 among Georgia Baptists in 
order to secure the conditional offer of 
John D. Rockefeller of $15,000. They is- 
sue the following appeal to the Baptists 
of Georgia and to the friends of Mercer 
university: 

“To the Baptist Churches of Georgia: 
The board of trustees of Mercer univer- 
sity have just held an emergency session 
in the interest of the Mercer endowment. 
The effort to raise $50,000 among the Bap- 
tists of Georgia to secure the condjtional 
gift of $15,000 from John D. Rockefeller, 
making in all $65,000 additional for the 
endowment of Mercer university, is rapid- 
ly increasing, and we are rejoiced to 
say, hopefully drawing te a close. Ac- 
cording to the contract, the time expires 
November 1, 1901. There is still serious 
work ahead of us. 

‘‘Here is the situation: We must raise 
$8,000 in nine remaining days. We want 
this amount in cagh by the Ist of Novem- 
ber.

I saw a number of other people 
floundering through the ponds, and at 
the lower end of the shack there were 
a number of folks who were blinded by a 
dust storm. The depot here is the worst 
thing I ever saw, and I think something 
toward getting a new one should be done 
at once.’’ 

Representative Grice, of Pulaski. said: 
“I had an awful time getting out of the 
depot yesterday. I never saw such crowds. 
The old building was wholly inadequate. 
It is bad enough when there are no 
crowds." 

J. J. Flint, representative from Spald- 
ing county, said: “I happened to get two 
small children out of the way of a pair 
of baggage trucks which were being 
pushed by a burly negro. Otherwise they 
would have been run over. That depot 
is a death trap, I will tell you.” 

W. E. Toomer, legislator from the coun- 
ty of Ware: “I narrowly escaped being 
run over by a train yesterday when I 
arrived in Atlanta. The depot is a hor- 
rible place, and when filled by trains it is 
so dark you don’t know where you are 
going. Then the negroes with the trucks 
and the employees are yelling and mak- 
ing so much noise a person will get con- 
fused.

MINISTER WHO MARRIED 
ROOSEVELT’S PARENTS 


Columbia, 8. C., October 22.—(Special.)— 
If President Roosevelt should visit the 
house of his mother’s girlhood at Roswell, 
Ga., as it is said he will, a distinguished 
South Carolina preacher will cross over 
the Savannah river to see him—a man in 
whom the president wili doubtless take 
great interest. Besides being, perhaps, 
the oldest Presbyterian minister in South 
Carolina, both as to years and time of 
service, and being the president’s cous- 
in, Rev J.. B. Dunwody was the man 
who, forty-eight years ago, pronounced a 
benediction upon the president’s parents, 
whom he had just made man and wife. 

Although they were married ig Georgia, 
the record of the event is to be found in 
a South Carolina church register. Here 
it is, as copied from the register in the 
Presbyterian church at McPhersonville, 
the handwriting being that of Mr. Dun- 
wody: 

*“‘Married. At Roswell, Ga., December 
18, 1853, Mr, Theodore Rosevelt, of New 
York city, to Miss Martha Bulloch, of 
Roswell.”’ : 

The entry was made when the preacher 
feturned to his parish, having made a 
journey into Georgia to perform this ser- 
vice, 

Mr. Dunwody is 8 years old and lives 
in Walterboro, the county seat of Colle- 
ton, this state. He is a man very general- 
ly beloved by those without as well as 
within his church. Despite his age, he is 
in full possession of his faculties and 
reads a good deal. When it was rumored 
that the venerable preacher had this 
unique connection with the president of 
the United States, Mr. Dunwody was 
called upon for the confirmation of the re- 
port. He promptly gave it and related a 
few incidents of the wedding. 

“I was pastor of the church at McPher- 
sonville,” he said, “‘when invited to per- 
form the marriage ceremony to unite my 
cousin, Miss Martha Bulloch, and Mr. 
Theodore Roosevelt, of New York. I went 
over to the home of my unclé, James 
Stewart Bulloéh, at Roswell, in Cobb 


county, Georgia. He was the father of 
the bride. There the ceremony was per- 
formed December 18, 1863. 


“It was in the good old days before the 
war wher everything was plentiful and 
everybody happy. The palatial mansion 
of Colonet James S. Bulloch was beauti- 
fully decorated. The simple form of the 
Presbyterian chiufch was used in the 
ceremony; there was nothing showy or 
elaborate. After the service there was 
the uecual supper for the guests. The 
bride and gtoom remained there for a 
few days and then .eft for New York, and 
I returned to my charge in South Car- 
olina.”’ 

Mr. Dunwody has never persuaded him- 
self that the south was hot right and 
he ddéces fot think that the country has 
profited by the defeat. When the war 
came he went in as @ chaplain, but soon 
decided that the most effective work 
could be done in another field, so he took 
up a musket and fought till the sur- 
render. His cousin, the president’s moth- 
er, was an ardent southerner and belieVed 
ih the justice of this section's cause, and 
she maintained her opinion. Mr. Dun- 
wody says of the president’s father: “Mr. 
Roosevelt was a strong believer in the 
right of the northern side, though be it said 
to his credit, while he expressed himself 
when occasion demanded, he respected the 
views of his wife and required others to 

the same,” 
rere of President Roosevelt’s uncles 
were prominent in the confederate navv 
Irvine Bulloch Was on the Alabama when 
she was sunk by the Kearsarge, while 
James Dunwody Bulloch was the naval 
representative of the confederate states 
in Europe. He wrote @ book on the 
“Secret Service of the Confederate States 


in Europe.”’ 


Among those whom Mr. Dunwody re- 


rs as belng at the Roosevelt wed- 
ate gg his daughter, Mrs. J. A. Wad- 
dell, Colonel Barrington King and Miss 
Evaline King. The latter was one of the 
bridesbaids She afterwards married Dr. 
Baker, of Roswell, and is now living in 
that little town with her husband.

Mexico City, October 22.—The pan- 
American conference was formally open- 
ed this afternoon by Hon. Ignacio Maris- 
cal, minister of foreign relations, who 
spoke in part as follows: 

“Messrs Delegates: it is mores than 
eleven years ago since an international 
aver conference, destined to pro- 
mote a friendly understanding and fra- 
ternal harmony between the nations of 
this hemisphere, met at the city of Wash- 
ington for the first time in history. 

“Gentlemen, I am sure that in your ap- 
prosenine labors you will do your utmost 
6 avoid all spirit of dissension, whether 
springing from concrete questions or aris- 
in rom traditions or instincts incom- 
patible with a true pan-American senti- 
ment which does not admit geographical 
distinctions nor make any difference as 
to race nor langauge, which might place 
in opposition to each other the inhabit- 
— of the world discovered by Colum- 

us. 

‘Love of Sonntty and our absolute iden- 
tification with it is undoubtedly an oblig- 
etory virtue and one of our most sacred 
duties. But, although such is the case, 
we should not be so blind as not to rec- 
egnize the rights of others, though we 
may consider them strangers, if it is 
possible that there could be such people 
among those whom nature has bound by 
common interests throughout the vast 
expanse of the American continent. The 
truth is, gentlemen that when we treat 
vf matters of such transcendent Iimpor- 
tance we ought to forget up to a certain 

oint, so that we may examire questions 
rom the high plane of justice, the fact 
that we belong to this or that section of 
the continent where we dwell, so that 
there should be neither South, nor Cen- 
tral, nor North Americans, but Ameri- 
cans in the broadest meaning of the word. 
From the moment that Mexico accepted 
the honor done her by the selection of her 
capital for the seconad meeting of the 
conference she considered that this was 
a friendly gathering of sister republics, 
desirous of discussing matters of unques- 
tioned interest to ell, in order io arrive 
at some solution which might be accepted, 
if not unanimously, at least by the great 
ro > of those rcpresenting their coun- 
ries,”’ 


The address of Mariscal was answered 
by Isaac Alzamora,.vice president of Perv 
and delegate from that country. He 
spoke in purely formal terms. Genaro 
Raigosa, chairman of the Mexican dele- 
gation, was then elected acting presi. 
dent of the congress during the discussion 
of regulations. The delegates then pro- 
ceeded in a body to the presidential suite, 
where they were introduced to President 
Diaz. Minister Mariscal presented the 
guests in alphabetical order of their 
countries. President Diag bade the dele- 
gates personally welcome and wished 
success to the work of the conference.

GENERAL BULLER DISGRAOCED. 


Relieved of Command as a Result of 
Recent Speech. 

London, October 22.—Sir Redvers Buller 
has been relieved from command of the 
first army corps, in consequence of the 
speech he made, October 10, after the 
luneheon given in his honor by the King’s 
Royal Rifles, dealing with his famous dis- 
patch ‘to General White at Ladysgnith. 
He has been placed on half pay and Gen- 
eral French has been appointed to suc- 
ceed him. P 

In the official announcement the war 
office recommends that the. commander 
in chief, ‘‘after full consideration of the 
circumstances and the explanations fur- 
nished,’’ recommend that General Bul- 
ler be relieved, which has been done, 


to take effect ‘‘when his services are no 
longer required in South Africa.’’ Pend- 
ing General French's return General Hild- 
yard will command at Aldershot, 

General Buller’s supercession was not 
unexpected, but the manner of it has 
caused a sensation. It is understood that 
the government endeavored to break the 
fall by giving him the option of resigning, 
but that Buller declined to give way. 

The morning papers all express sym- 
pathy for the unfortunate ending of a 
brilliant career; but they are unanimous 
that no other course was open after his 
indiscreet speech, and they express the 
greatest approval of the seiection of 
General French to succeed him.

DEPRAVITY: IN THE ISLANDS 
NOT CONFINED TO NATIVES 


In One Case Four Native Boys Are 
Shot by a Soldier—Filipino Out- 
laws Suspend Victims and 
Roast Them Over a 
Slow Fire. 


Washington, October 22.—The records 
in twenty courtmartial cases wherein the 
charge was murder have been received 
at the war department from the head- 
quarters of the division of the Philippines. 
In the majority of the cases sentences 
of death by hanging were imposed and 
approved. All of them bore features of 
unusual barbarity and cruelty, in some 
so marked as to warrant special atten- 
tion. In one of the latter five natives, 
members of an armed band of outlaws, 
entered the home of a native named Ra- 
gudo, seized and bound his son, hanged 
him up by a rope and tied the father 
and mother by their elbows to a rafter.

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All Sentenced to Death. 

“Tt is difficult to believe,’’ says Gen- 
eral Chaffee in his review of this case, 
“that human depravity and degeneracy 
can sink to such depths as shown in this 
fiendish deed.’”’ Ragudo lingered in ag- 
ony from the effects of his torture for 
five days and then died. All of the na- 
tives were sentenced to death. 

Two American soldiers, Privates Charles 
R. White and Thomas H. Mathis, both cf 
company H, Fourth infantry, had been 
captured by the insurgents. They finally 
passed under the charge of Esteban San 
Juan, a colonel of insurgents and the 
ranking officer in the vicinity of Cavite. 
He had them bound to trees and stran- 
gled to death with cords. 

From the records in one of the cases it 
would appear that depravity in the Phil- 
ippines is not confined to the Filipinos. 
Harry Cline, employed as a teamster by 
the United States army, while stationed 
at Paranque, P. I., took a bicycle ride 
into the country one day and came upon 
four small native boys gathering grass. 

He Shot Four Native Boys. 

“With no apparent motive than natural 
depravity,’’ says General Chaffee, ‘he 
proceeded to shoot these boys with his 
revolver, wounding three and killing the 
fourth.” He was sentenced to be hanged. 

Perhaps the most interesting ‘case re- 
ported. was that of Francisco Peralta, 
who was a leader of an armed band of 
men living within the lines of the United 
States forces near the provinoe of Union. 
This band, while wearing in the daytime 
ordinary native dress and seemingly fol- 
lowing native occupations, spent the night 
in murdering those of their own race 
who were thought to be friendly to the 
Americans. General Chaffee, in approv- 
ing the sentence of death imposed upon 
Peralta, made the point that Peralta was 
to be hanged not because he was-a spy, 
but because he had caused wanton mure 
der to be done.

Macon Man Declares Atlanta Should 
Have a New Structure. 

Macon, Ga., October 22.—(Specialj— 

Hon. Dupont Guerry, of this city, one 

of the candidates for the governorship, 

@oday gave out the following interview 


‘In reference to a settlement of the At- 


Janta depot question: 

“The railroad companies going into At- 
Janta ought to have a safer and more 
commodious station for passengers. The 
people of Georgia and of Atlanta and 
the general public ought to have such 
a station. 

“The only question is how to properly 
and justly secure it. 

“Why would not the following plan be 
a good one? 

“If the site now owned by the state is 
sufficient in size and suitable in shape, 
jet the railroad companies interested fur- 
nish the money to build the station on 
that site and receive by way of consid- 
eration for the same the use of the sta- 
tion in common with each other and 
with the state a sufficient length of time, 
the facts that the companies furnish the 
money and the state the site of course 
cae fully considered in fixing the pe- 


“The state would, under such a plan 
have to pay no money, and the railroad 
peapeases would be ap eo 3 what they 

more cheaply than by buying a site 
and building too, and they would in this 
way have the nelp of the state legiti- 
mately given them in furnishing the site

well as to any other, and an eéquitabi 
basis for apportionment of cost and o 
respective use among all could be easily 
fixed, and a provision for use by other 
companies not eueting or joining at the 
time could be inserted.

“Of course the title to the entire prop- 
would be fn the state. 
“We have now no funds we can direct- 
ly and lawfully use to build the station. 
If the public property fund can be in- 
tiy and lawfully used for such a 
poyose. such fund could be so used 
or any other purposes in themselves 
lawful, and it should be so used for such 
other purposes lawful in themselves; 
namely, for the purposes of promptly 
paying our debts and expenses, thus giv- 
ng the taxpayers the benefit of reduced 
taxation. ” 
“If, under this ptan, the companies 
would have to pay taxes, it would be 
ly upon their leasehold interests.’’ 
Mr. Guerry says so far as he has seen 
this is the first plan of this kind offer- 
ed, and he is confident that his plan 
would be a complete solution of the en- 
tire matter.

Attorney Twitty on behalf of Brunswick, 
President F. D. Aiken, of the board of 
trade; C. P. Goodyear, D. G. Purse, of 
Savannah; J. M, Spence, Jr., of Wares- 
boro; I. C. Wade and Professor Stack- 
bridge, of the Florida experimental sta- 
tion. Professor Stockbridge’s address 
was pronounced a fine effort, and his 
practical explanations of growing casava 
were listened to with the deepest inter- 
est by the many farmers present from 
Glynn and counties around this gection of 
Georgia. 

Captain Purse talked on sugar cane 
growing and all the speakers showed a 
thorough knowledge of cane and casava 
growing, which is expected to be the 
means of reclaiming the pine lands of 
south Georgia when they have been de- 
nuded of trees.

Magnificent specimens of cane and 
casava grown on pine barrens, practi- 
cally without cultivation, were exhibited. 

It was demonstrated that beef cattle 
could be fattened at 2 cents per pound 
on casava, where it costs 56 cents per 
pound to fatten on corn. |
